Summary of reasons for decision: 


The DVD contains an extended version of the cinematic film "Straight Outta Compton" which 
was examined by the Classification Office and classified R16 with the descriptive note "Sex 
scenes, violence, drug use and offensive language" (OFLC No. 1500588.000, registered 20 
August 2015). The film is an American biographical drama about rap group N.W.A from 
Compton, California. It is set in the 1980s and early 1990s and focuses on five friends (Eric 
Wright a.k.a. Eazy-E, Andre Young a.k.a. Dr. Dre, O'Shea Jackson a.k.a. Ice Cube, Antoine 
Carraby a.k.a. DJ Yella, and Lorenzo Patterson a.k.a. MC Ren) who form N.W.A and start 
making music as a means of staying off the streets and away from crime. 

"Straight Outta Compton: Director's Cut" is approximately twenty minutes longer than the 
original film. The difference in running time between the two versions is attributed to extended 
scenes of dialogue and several new scenes depicting more of the hedonistic lifestyle that the 
rappers enjoyed with their newfound success in the music industry. The extended version 
provides additional scenes of sexualised nudity, sexual activity and cannabis use. This material is 
similar in nature and tone to that depicted in the original version. Although the DVD does not 
require a different classification to that assigned to the original film, the addition of nudity to the 
descriptive note is needed in order to alert audiences to the higher extent of sexualised nudity in 
this version of the film.
